The Globe from Ottawa says that the 
Dominion government has reached sev- 
eral important decisions in regard to 
the Txikon country and the working- of 
the gold fields there.

there and be the chief executive of- 
ficer of the government. Major Walsh, 
a former commander of the Northwest 
mounted police, is to be appointed to 
the position. The party of mounted po- 
lice to leave Manitoba next week for 
the gold country has been increased 
from 20 to 35. They will take with them 
two Maxim guns. 


The mining regulations have been 


amended in an important particular. 
At present a miner Is at liberty to stake 
out a claim of 500 feet running along 
with the stream and back to the bank. 
This has been reduced to 100 feet, and 
the new regulations will go into force 
immediately. 


A court for the administration of 


civil and criminal Justice for the gold 
district has also been decided upon. 
Justice McGuire, of Prince Albert, is 
to preside over the court. 


Murderous Notices From Chinamen. 


San Francisco, Aug. 11.—Warning no- 


tices, evidently directed against the 
Chinese Society for English Education, 
have been posted on the dead walls 
of Chinatown. Without being named, 
the society Is pointed at as having 
levied blackmail from women of ill 
repute imported from China. The pos- 
ter says: "Lives have been lost before 
for such little things, and they may 
be lost again." The police, who have 
torn down the notices, think that there 
will soon be more murders in the Chi- 
nese quarter.

FATAL FIGHT FOR LIBERTY. 


Desperate Ufo Convict's Effort May 


ItefSHlt tu Ills Dcntli. 


Boston, Aug. 11.—While attempting 


to escape fiorn the state prison at 
Charlostown yesterday Herbert Willis, 
the young Taunton desperado who was 
recently sentenced to life imprison- 
ment for tho murder of Fred N. 
Strange, was fatally injured and his 
brother Edward, who assisted him in 
his break for liberty, was seriously 
wounded by the puards. Two of the 
latter were wounded by the Willis 
brothers LMv/arii Willis, who had Kcnu 
into the prison to visit his brother, 
had contrived to pass a revolver to 
Herbert, retaining a weapon himself, 
and with these they triea to overcome 
the guards. 


Herbert Willis, who is only 18 years 


of age, was sentenced to a life term of 
imprisonment last February 
for the 


murder of Frederick N. Strange sev- 
eral months previous. The murder of 
Strange was one of a series of high- 
way robberies and other acts of a 
similar nature which for a time ter- 
rorized 
southwestern 
Massachusetts 


and the adjoining districts of Rhode 
Island. 


Strange was murdered, apparently, 


for his bicycle. Willis was arrested 
while at work in his father's butcher 
shop, after a violent struggle with the 
police. Subsequent Investigation show- 
ed that Willis had formed a cave, in 
which he had hidden a large quantity 
of plunder, which was identified by 
persons who had 
suffered 
from his 


thievery.

“In view of information received at 
this departm ent that 3,000 persons, with 
2,000 tons of baggage and freig h t, aro 
now waiting at the entrance to Whito 
Pass, in Alaska, for an opportunity 
to cross the m ountains to the Yukon 
river, and that m any more are pre­ 
paring to join them, I deem it propnr 
to cull the attention of all who con­ 
template m aking th at trip to the ex­ 
posure, privation, suffering and d an ­ 
ger incident thereto a t this advanced 
period of 
the season, even if 
they 
should succeed in crossing the m oun­ 
tains. 


MTo reach Dawson City, which is over 
the pcss, 700 miles of difficult naviga­ 
tion on the Yukon river, w ithout ade­ 
quate moans of transportation, 
will 
si ill be before them, and it is doubt­ 
ful if the journey can be completed be­ 
fore the river is closed by ice.

moved to draw public notice to those 
conditions by the gravity of the possi­ 
ble cons* quences to people detained in 
the mountainous wilderness during five 
or six months of an Arctic winter,where 
no relief ran reach them, however great 
the need.”

H erbert Willis, w*ho is only 18 years 
of age, w as sentenced to a life term of 
imprisonment last F ebruary 
for 
the 
m urder of Frederick N. Strange sev­ 
eral m onths previous. The m urder of 
Strange w as one of a series of high­ 
w ay robberies 
and other 
acts of a 
similar nature which for a time te r­ 
rorized 
southw estern 
M assachusetts 
and the adjoining districts of Rhode 
Island. 


Strange was murdered, apparently, 
for his bicycle. 
Willis w as 
arrested 
while at work in his fath er's butcher 
shop, after a violent struggle with the 
police. Subsequent investigation show ­ 
ed th at Willis had formed a cave, in 
which he had hidden a large quantity 
of launder, which w as identified by 
persons who had 
suffered 
from his 
thievery.

The English co-operative congress^ 
which has been in session this month 
at Perth, brought out more forcibly 
the astonishing success of co-operation 
in this country. 
The English whole­ 
sale society, "which supplies nearly 
2000 local co-operative stores, reports 
•a gratifying increase in its business, 
whilo the Scottish wholesale society is 
doing seventy-five per cent, more trade 
this year than last. These great whole­ 
sale associations have such an excess 
of capital that they are employing it 
to manufacture their own goods. The 
success of these co-operative manufac­ 
turing enterprises is quite astonishing. 
Indeed, the whole movement has now 
reached such headway that storekeep­ 
ers and manufacturers are trying to 
cripple or restrict co-operation. 
This 
is not surprising when we reflect that 
the Scottish wholesale is doing a cash 
business of over §500,000 a week, 
while the English wb^-CT^le society’s 
business reaches abOa- $50,000 a year, 
The co-operators are now turning their 
attention to agriculture, and during 
the past three years have established 
n great number of co-operative cream­ 
eries in Ireland to furnish butter direct 
to English consumers.

UNCLE SAM'S TARGETS, 


NEW METHODS OF TEACHING SOL- 


DIERS TO SHOOT ACCURATELY. 


Target* Are Built According to u Seuslbl* 


Idea—Soldier* Will lie Tuught to Hit 
tin Kiiemy—UiaicraiuH mid inscription* 
of the New Object* For Markunu-u. 
When companies C and D, of the 


Nineteenth Infantry, begin their range 
practice at Mt. Clemens one clay this 
week, says a recent issue of the De- 
troit Free Press, they will fire at new 
targets called for by the revised re- 
gulations for small arms just issued by 
the War Department. 
The keynote 


of this new dispensation is to train the 
United States soldier to fire at the 
head and heart of his enemy. Target 
practice under the new regulations 
has for its objective point representa- 
tions of human figures in the various 
positions in which the soldier would 
encounter his enemy in action. A 
glance at the accompanying illustra- 
tions will convey, better than it is pos- 
sible for words to do, the full meaning 
of this fact. 


The targets range in their distance 


from the soldier from 200 to 1000 
yards. Careful calculation has shown 
that it is within these points of dis- 
tance that the soldier must do his ef- 
fective firing. It would be nonsense 
to talk of firing with accuracy with a 
Government small arm at a greater 
distance than 3000 feet. 
When the 


conflict becomes very much closer than 
600 feet the only things for the soldier 
t3 remember are to keep cool and shoot 
at the head and the heart. 


The first of these targets is called a 


short range. 
Sometimes it is iised for 


a hundred yards practice: that is, at a 
distance of 100 yards from, the marks- 
men. More often it is used at 200 
yards, and occasionally at 300 yards 
On this target, in silhouette, is the 
figure of a soldier lying down, as he 
does in action sometimes. In such 
case as this, the soldier is seen direct- 
ly in his face, his head being eievatec 
from the ground as he leans on one el- 
bow while taking aim. In other words, 
it is the exact position of the skir- 
misher, and the skirmisher is the man 
at whom the soldier must ordinarily 
first fire, as every advance of an army 
is led by a skirmish line. 


The centre of the target is rectangle 


—that is, a space of any desired size, 
the four sides of which are right angles. 
The rectangle may be in a form of a 
square, oblong, or diamond shaped. 
This centre, as it is called, is twenty- 
two inches high, just the height of "a 
soldier who is lying down, and four 
feet wide, this latter being the -width 
of the target. This centre is one of 
three divisions into which the target is 
platted. The next division is known 
as the inner, and the , third or outside 
division is known as the outer. 
The 


score a soldier makes is made np in 
high or low degree by the portion of 
the target which his bullets strike. 


These three divisions are subdivided 


in two sections each, these two por- 
tions being known as the right and left 
centers, The same rule applies to the 
inner and outer. To thoroughly un- 
derstand just -what is meant, picture to 
youraelf something like this: Take a 
target six feet high and four feet wide, 
divide it into three sections after the 
fashion of the measurements given, the 
sections running from right to left.

UNCLE SAM'S TARGETS. 


NEW METHODS OF TEACHING S O L­ 


DIERS TO SH O O T A CCU R ATELY. 
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When companies 0 and D, of the 
Nineteenth Infantry, begin their range 
practice at Mt. Clemens one day this 
week, says a recent issue of the De­ 
troit Free Press, they will fire at new 
targets called for by the revised re­ 
gulations for small arms just issued by 
the War Department. 
The keynote 
of this new dispensation is to train the 
United States soldier to fire at the 
head and heart of his enemy. 
Target 
practice under the new regulations 
has for its objective point representa­ 
tions of human figures in the various 
positions in which the soldier would 
encounter his enemy in action. 
A 
glance at the accompanying illustra­ 
tions will convey, better than it is pos­ 
sible for words to do, the full meaning 
of this fact. 


The targets range in their distance 
from the soldier from 200 to 1000 
yards. 
Careful calculation has shown 
that it is within these points of dis­ 
tance that the soldier must do his ef­ 
fective firing. 
It would be nonsense 
to talk of firing with accuracy with a 
Government small arm at a greater 
distance than 3000 feet. 
When the 
conflict becomes very much closer than 
G00 feet the only things for the soldier 
to remember are to keep cool and shoot 
at the head and the heart. 


The first of these targets is called a 
short range. 
Sometimes it is used for 
a hundred yards practice; that is, at a 
distance of 100 yards from the marks­ 
men. 
More often it is used at 200 
yards, and occasionally at 300 yards. 
On this target, in silhouette, is the 
figure of a soldier lying down, as he 
does in action sometimes. 
In such a 
case as this, the soldier is seen direct­ 
ly in his face, his head being elevated 
from the ground as he leans on one el­ 
bow while taking aim. In other words, 
it is the exact position of the skir­ 
misher, and the skirmisher is the man 
at whom the soldier must ordinarily 
first fire, as every advance of an army 
is led by a skirmish liue. 


The centre of the target is rectangle 
—that is, a space of any desired size, 
the four sides of which are right angles. 
The rectangle may be in a form of a 
square, oblong, or diamond shaped. 
This centre, as it is called, is twenty- 
two inches high, just the height of a 
soldier who is lying down, and four 
feet wide, this latter being the width 
of the target. 
This centre* is one of 
three divisions iuto which the target is 
platted. 
The next division is known 
as the inner, and the ,third or outside 
division is known as the outer. 
The 
score a soldier makes is made up in 
high or low degree by the jjortion of 
the target which his bullets strike. 


These three divisions are subdivided 
in two sections each, these two por­ 
tions being known as the right and left 
centers, 
The same rule applies to the 
inner and outer. To thoroughly un­ 
derstand just w’hat is meant, picture to 
yourself something like this: 
Take a 
target six feet high and four feet wide, 
divide it into three sections after the 
fashion of the measurements given, the 
eections running from right to left.

Then draw a line directly through the 
center of this target from top to bot­ 
tom.

From California to 


New Oxford. 


LAST OF MH. HELTZEL'S INTEREST- 


ING LKTTEBS DEBCKIPTIVE OP HIS 


CALIFORNIA TKIP. 


LETTEB VII. 


NEW OXFORD, Pa., Aug. 2,1897. 


MB. EDITOB :—Agreeably to promise, I 


'will endeavor, in this, my last letter, 
to give your readers the final round- 
up of my experiences and impressions. 
As previously stated, Pasadena has an 
enrollment of 12,000 souls, is 2255 miles 
from Chicago and 2115 from St. Louis. 
The altitude is 829 feet above sea Level. 
It is connected with Los Angeles by 
two steam railroads and one Electric 
car line. It is in the full sense of the 
word a city of residences, many wealthy 
and cultured people of the east have 
established their winter homes here. 
It is decidedly an attractive little city 
—a garden of perpetual bloom. 
One 


of the great attractions is the Pasa- 
dena Mountain Railway. This road, 
beginning at the Los Angeles Terminal 
Railroad at Mountain Junction is ruti 
by electricity to Rubio Canon, at the 
foot of Echo Mountain, of the Sierra 
Madre range. In Rubio Canon begins 
the second section of the road. This 
section is run by a stout cable, and 
climbs the fearful-looking incline to the 
Echo Mountain House, 3500 feet above 
sea level. This incline is claimed to 
be the steepest grade of any railroad 
in the world. A first-class hotel and 
the "Lowe Astronomical Observatory," 
the latter under the supervision of the 
celebrated Dr. Swift, are here located. 


Sabbath morning we accompanied 


our host Monfort and family to church 
and enjoyed a fine sermon and good 
music. On our return, and after par- 
takiiig of a substantial set-out, we jump- 
ed into a comfortable carriage behind 
two milk-white horses and started for 
the San Gabriel Mission, via Lucky 
Baldwin's estate. 


This Mission—the Padre informed 


me—was erected in 1775, and is one 
story in height, or abont 20 feet from 
floor to ceiling. 
The Padres who built 


this Mission seemed to have prophetic 
judgment in using burnt brick and 
stone instead of the then usual mate- 
rial—adobe. 
The lowei walls are of 


stone, and are 4i feet in thickness, 
Avhilst the upper portion is of burnt 
brick, and is about 2£ feet thick. Twelve 
oil paintings, representing the twelve 
Apostles, decorate the ancient walls. 
The genial, officiating Padre took special 
pains and delight in trying to point 
out to me the fine points in the paint- 
ings. Some of the work was artistic 
and admirable. This kind priest is a 
Spaniard, and was formerly a citizen 
of Barcelona. 


After doing up the place as best we 


could in the limited tune at our dis- 
posal, we reluctantly turned our backs 
upon the ancient pile and struck out 
for Lucky Baldwin's little farm of 65,- 
000 acres. 
The drive-ways through 


this immense tiact of highly developed 
laud one continuous passage .of delight, 
made so by the good roads and the 
overhanging and intermingling foliage 
of the graceful eucalyptus, the droop- 
ing pepper tree and the tropical palm 
which line the drives mile after mile 
—now by orange and lemon groves, 
then winding through apricot and peach 
orchards, and then again over great 
fields of grain and grass—now aud then 
passing vineyards of a hundred acres 
or more—thus on and on until we 
strike his private residence with its 
beautiful lawns, hot-houses, commodi- 
ous stables, &c. 
The drive was one 


never-ending delight and enchantment, 
and we all enjoyed it. 


We returned to Pasadena in time for 


a late supper—passed the time pleas- 
antly with our friends until midnight 
retired—and arose next morning early 
for our preparations to catch the 8:10 
train over the Southern pacific for 
home. Therefore, on Monday, July 26, 
at 8.10 a. in., we started from Los 
Angeles on our eastward journey. 


Our first important stop was at Yuma, 


on the Colorado river, 250 miles south- 
east of Los Angeles. At this point we 
left California and entered Arizona. 
Now, 
Mr. Editor, after passing our 


time so nicely in and around Pasa- 
dena and Los Angeles, with their wide 
and clean streets, their beautiful homes, 
the productive valleys covered with 
well-kept and' thriving orchards, the 
attractive drive-ways "leading out of 
these cities into the more Attractive 
country, and then from all this which 
so enchants the eye pass into the fruit- 
less and barren wastes of Ari/xma, is 
a come down for all it is worth! 
Such a cheerless and apparently God- 
forsaken country as the southern part 
of Arizona is, I never saw—except 
some portions of New 3Iexico, through 
which we passed. 


From Yuma we continued on over 


I he same line to El Paso ou tiac. Rio 
Grande river—812 miles distant from 
Los Angeles, our starting point. Here 
we enter Ihc great State of Texas. At 
this station we leave the S. P., and 
take the Texas and Pacific road to 
Fort Worth, 1427 miles from the start. 
The country from Yuma in Ari7x>na 
to Fort "\Vorth in Texas—a little over 
1100 
miles—is an endless waste of 


country, with some almost fruitless at- 
tempts* here and there to redeem these 
had lands from thdr unprofitable con- 
dition. Millions of liiese acres could 
lie reclaimed 1»y irrigation autJ be made 
lo yield 
fruit abundantly, ba<J they 


only the water to do so. Few white 
;wop"e live in these dreary, hismii'ir, 
Mistering wastes. Now and then, 5.f- 
tcr long fetretcfacfc <;f travc?, we woul<3 


pass little hamlets of from 2 to a •£• 
dozen adobe huts occupied by Span- 
iards, Mexicans, Indians or half-breeds. 


At Fort Worth we left the Texas 


aud Pacific and took the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific to Kansas City. 
We got to this city on hills, with its 
population of 200,000, on Thursday ev- 
ening—just one hour too late to make 
continuous connection. For this delay 
of train service we were granted a 
stop over until next morning (Friday.) 
This time we put in pleasantly by call- 
ing to see Mrs. Clara Eicholtz and her 
son Harry. 
We took the Hannibal 


and St. Joe from Kansas City to Quincy. 
At this latter place we crossed the 
"Father of Waters"—the majestic Mis- 
sissippi, and from thence entered Chi- 
cago on the C. B. & Q. 


At this point we were delayed sever- 


al hours. Leaving the C. B. & Q. here, 
we once more step into one of "Old 
Reliable" Pennsylvania's fine coaches 
and start on the home stretch. Hav- 
ing gone out over the Penn'a via Ft. 
Wayne to Chicago. I concluded—for 
the 
sake 
of 
change 
and 
va- 


riety—to return via the Pan Handle 
to Pittsburg. 
We got to Harrisburg 


at 9 o'clock Sunday morning, and as 
we could not get home that day, we 
remained in the Capital City until Mon- 
day morning. We left Harrisburg at 
10 a. m., and arrived home at 1 p. m., 
Monday, Aug. 2nd. 


Now, 
Mr. Editor, this trip consum- 


ed five full weeks. The States traversed 
are as follows: Pennsylvania, Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, Col- 
orado, Utah, Nevada, California, Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, Texas, Oklahoma, 
Indian Territory, Kansas and Missouri 
—seventeen in all. The distance as 
near as I could compute^it—including 
side trips—was about 7,000 good miles. 


On our trip out and while visiting 


Clear Creek Canon, in Colorado, we were 
glad to come across our friend, Will 
Blair, at Idaho Sprrings, where he is 
now living. 
He looks as though he 


is enjoying the best of health. 


And now kind and indulgent reader, 


and our most patient of friends, Smith, 
allow me to say in closing these let- 
ters that if you found half the pleas- 
ure in reading them that I have had 
in writing them my reward is.great. 
The only thing that is not pleasant 
to think about is the fact that on this 
journey covering a thousand and one 
points of real interest, I was compelled 
to give but passing <rliiupses, when but 
a single cue ui: the countless scenes 
would have been sufficient subject mat- 
ter for a long letter.

They 
may be in debt, but they know where 
the next meal and the next after that are 
coming from. 


The modern farmer is a great deal bet- 


ter off than many others. He has a 
peaceful and clean occupation. He lives 
close to nature, and nature keeps him 
well. He has luxuries which the farmer 
of thirty years ago never dreamed of. 
He has fine teams, handsome vehicles, 
improved machinery, and his home has 
all the accessories of cultivation. He 
sends his children to school—some of 
them to college. He maintains a hospi- 
tality that would impoverish a city per- 
son. He is king in his own domain, and 
he rules gently and happily.

More Taxes, More, 
Governor Hastings has approved the 
bill to authorize and empower the school 
directors ar-d controllers of the several 
school districts to levy and collect a per 
capita tax annually for school purposes. 
This act gives school directors the au- 
thority to levy a per capita tax of "not 
less than one dollar nor more than two 
dollars for school purposes from each 
and every male inhabitant of the age of 
21 years and upwards within their re- 
spective districts." This tax shall be 
levied and collected at the same time and 
in the same manner as school taxes are 
now levied and collected by law, and 
shall be in lieu of the occupation tax for 
school purposes. This act does in no 
wise limit or abridge the power of school 
directors or controllers to levy a tax on 
real and personal property for school and 
building purposes.

Leisher, at Williamson, near Chambers- 
burg, Thursday, causing a loss of $5000. 
A 12-year-old son of the owner "went 
through the flames and cut the halters of 
three valuable horses, saving the animals' 
lives. A bystander held the boy, who 
wanted to risk his life to save more of 
the stock. All the other horses, cows, 
calves, machinery, this year's crops and 
over a thousand bushels of wheat were 
burned.

Ketp to the 'Right. 


It may save some drivers money to 
:uow what 1%the laws of the road" arc. 
Youug men and boys driving teams, 
>ometimes, thiuk it "smart" to take all 
,hw road, particularly after visiting town 
and taking a drink or two. They often 
keep the middle of the road, and at times 
usult bicycle riders, ladies as well as 
ueu, and threaten to drive over them if 
hey do not get out of the way. The laws 
of Pennsylvania impose a fine of ten dol- 
urs on the driver of any vehicle driving 
on any other than on the right baud side 
of the road, or refusing or neglecting to 
,urn out and give half the road to ani- 
l-chicle going in au opposite direction. 
Drivers should know that the rider of a 
bicycle has just the same right to half of 
the road as the driver of a wagon or car- 
riage, and if it is not given, the fine of 
$10 for each offence can be collected. If 
the fine is not paid, the person offending 
can be sent to jail. These laws have been 
on the statute books for over 75 years.

Plank. 


Jacob H. Plank died at Harrisburg on 


last Tuesday, aged 63 years, 9 mouths and 
14 days. During the late war he was 
Captain of the 165th Penu'a Regiment.

Keep to the Right. 


It may save somo drivers money to 
know what “the laws of the road” arc. 
Young men and boys driving teams, 
sometimes, think it “smart” to take all 
tho road, particularly after visiting town 
and taking a drink or two. They often 
keep the middle of the road, and at times 
insult bic}rclc riders, ladies as well as 
men, and threaten to drive over them if 
they do not get out of the way. The laws 
of Pennsylvania impose a fine of ten dol­ 
lars on the driver of any vehicle driving 
on any other than on the right haud side 
of tho road, or refusing or ncglectiug to 
turn out and give half the road to any 
vehicle going in an opposite direction 
Drivers should know that the rider of a 
bicycle has just the same right to half of 
tho road as the driver of a wagon or car­ 
riage, and if it is not given, the fine of 
$10 for each offence can be collcctcd. If 
the fine is not paid, the person offending 
can be sent to jail. These laws have been 
on the statute books for over 75 years.

ened and thickened fruit juices, and 
can be made from currants, oranges, 
cranberries, and a mixture of currants 
and raspberries. Press sufficient fruit 
to make one pint of juice. 
Moisten a 


tablespoonful of arrowroot in a little 
cold water, add to it gradually a pint 
of boiling water; add sugar according 
to the nature of the fruit used. 
Let 


this puree stand a moment, then take 
from the fire and add the fruit juice. 
At serving-time fill a punch bowl half 
full of cracked ice, pour in the fruit 
soup and it is ready to serve. These 
fruit soups are usually served at tho 
beginning of a company luncheon.—

Try 
this way: Take potatoes of moderate 
size, clean them irith a stiff brush, us- 
ing no water. 
If wanted for a sup- 


per at, say 5 o'clock, put them in the 


i warming closet of your range, not too 
near the pipe, at 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 
Turn them frequently during 


the day, and as soon as a splint will 


I go through one and come out dry, they 
j are done, and can be kept in good 


i condition for an hour by removing 


j them to a cooler place. 
Potatoes 


' roasted thus will absorb butter readily, 
1 which is the best of a well-roasted po- 
tato. To serve them, use covered egg 
cups. 
Bab the inside of the cups 


with melted batter, take off the skins 
of potatoes, and fill the cups with the 
pnlp, putting a good-sized piece of 
butter, and a pinch of salt, and a dash 
of white pepper on topi Set the cup* 
in the hot oven for ten minutes. Serve 
with broiled steak or chops.—Home 
Magazine.

Custard, smoothly baked, with four 
tablespoonfuls of caramel for flavoring, 
when served icy cold, is very grateful 
on a wavm day. 
Little or no sugar 
besides the caramel will be needed. 
Bring the milk to boiling point in tho 
double boiler; usowhen cool and there 
will be no danger of the custard break- 
I ing into wdiey in the oven, but, after 
one-half hour’s baking in a moderate 
oven it should, when cold, be served 
out in slices smooth and shining as a 
stone lapped by many waters. 
Allow 
four well-beaten eggs to one quart of 
milk; add tho caramel, taste and stir 
in more sugar if not sufficiently sweet. 
The caramel should be kept on hand 
ready for use, and is made by stirring' 
over the fire one cup of granulated 
sugar until it turns black; wrhile it is 
smoking and boiling stir in one cup of 
boiling water, boil for a minute or two 
and when cool it is ready to bottle.—- 
Home Queen.

When 
ready to cook put the meat into a 
roasting pan, add the vinegar, spice, 
onion and two tablespoonfuls sugar. Set 
in hot oven and roast till done, about 
two and a half hours, basting fre­ 
quently. 
Shortly before serving lay 
the meat on a hot dish, but remove 
the string. 
Take off all the fat from 
the gravy, mix one tablespoonful corn 
starch with half cup cold water, add it 
to the gravy, and cook a few minutes 
on top of the stove.

P o ta to Cook Ins:. 


The potato is the vegetable that 
taxes the skill of the young cook to 
the utmost. 
Why it should be so I 
cannot say, but the majority of cooks 
make lamentable failures with the po­ 
tato. 
Even in such a simple matter 
as the serving of whole roasted pota­ 
toes for a light supper (quite a fash­ 
ionable dish at present) they fail from 
lack of tho necessary experimentation, 
without which no cook can keep up 
with the procession of good cooks. 
They put the potatoes in tho hottest 
oven, wet from the washing they have 
had, and in half to three-quarters of 
an hour take them out and serve, and 
wonder why most of them come back 
o n the plates merely nibbled at. 
Try 
this way: Take potatoes of moderate 
size, clean them with a stiff brush, us­ 
ing no water. 
If wranted for a sup­ 
per at, say 5 o’clock, put them in the 
warming closet of your range, not too 
near the pipe, at 8 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing. 
Turn them frequently during 
the day, and as soon as a splint will 
go through one and come out dry, they 
are ’done, and can be kept in good 
condition for an hour by removing 
them to a cooler place. 
Potatoes 
roasted thus will absorb butter readily, 
which is the best of a well-roasted po­ 
tato. 
To serve them, use covered egg 
cups. 
Bub the inside of the cups 
with melted butter, take off the skins 
of potatoes, and fill the cups with the 
pulp, putting a good-sized piece of 
butter, and a pinch of salt, and a dash 
of white pepper on top. 
Set the cups 
in the hot oven for ten minutes. Serve 
with broiled steak or chops.—Home 
Magazine.

The English co-operative 
congress^ 
which has been in session this month 
at Perth, brought out more forcibly 
the astonishing success of co-operation 
in this countiy. 
The English whole- 
sale society, which sui^i^lies 
nearly 
2000 local co-operative stores, reports 
*si gi'atifying increase in its business, 
whilo the Scottish wholesale society is 
doing seventy-five per cent, more trade 
this year than last. 
These great whole- 
sale associations have such an excess 
of capital that they are employing it 
to manufacture their own goods. 
The 
success of these co-operative manufac- 
turing enterprises is quite astonishing. 
Indeed, the -whole movement has now 
reached such headway that storekeep- 
ers and manufacturers are trying to 
crijJiile or restrict co-operation. 
This 
is not surprising -when we reflect that 
the Scottish wholesale is doing a cash 
business of over §500,000 a -week, 
whilo tho English wb-'-CAe society's 
business reaches phva- ^550,000 a year, 
The C0-023erat0rs are now turning their

the past three years have established

NEW METHODS OF TEACHING SOL- 
DIERS TO SHOOT ACCURATELY.

When companion C and D, of the 
Nineteenth Infantry, begin then* ran^e 
practice at Mt. Clemens one daj- this 
week, says a recent issue of the De- 
troit Free Press, they will fire at new 
targets called for by the revised re- 
gulations for small arms just issued by 
the War Department, 
The keynote 
of this new dispensation is to train the 
United States soldier to fire at the 
bead and heart of his enemy. 
Target 
practice under the new 
regulations 
has for its objective point representa- 
tions of human figures in the various 
positions in -which the soldier -would 
encounter his enemy in action, A 
glance at the accompanying illustra- 
tions -will convey, better than it is pos- 
sible for -words to do, the full meaning 
of this fact. 


The targets range in their distance 
from the soldier from 200 to 1000 
yards. 
Careful calculation has shown 
that it is within these points of dis- 
tance that the soldier must do his ef- 
fective firing. I t would be nonsense 
to talk of firing with accuracy with a 
Government small arm at a greater 
distance than 30'J0 feet. 
When the 
conflict becomes very much closer than 
600 feet the only things for the soldier 
io remember are to keep cool and shoot 
at the head and the heart. 


The first of these targets is called a 
short range. 
Sometimes it is used for 
a hundred yards practice; that is, at a 
distance of 100 yards from the marks- 
men. 
More often it is used at 200 
yards, and occasionally at 300 yards. 
On this target, in silhouette, is the 
figure of a soldier lying down, as he 
does in action sometimes. 
In such a 
case as this, the soldier is seen direct- 
ly in his face, his head being elevated 
from the ground as he leans on one el- 
bow while taking aim. 
In other words, 
it is the exact position of the 
skir- 
misher, and the skirmisher is the man 
at whom the soldier must ordinarily 
first fire, as every advance of an army 
is led by a skirmish line. 


The centre of the target is rectangle 
—that is, a space of any desired size, 
the four sides of which are right angles. 
The rectangle may be in a form of a 
square, oblong, or diamond shaped. 
This centre, as it is called, is twenty- 
two inches high, just the height of a 
soldier who is lying down, and four 
feet wide, this latter being the "width 
of the target. 
This centre is oue of 
three divisions into which the target is 
jDlatted. 
The next division is kiiown 
as the inner, and the ,third or outside 
division is known as the outer. The 
score a soldier makes is made up in 
high or low degree by the i)ortion of 
the target which his bullets strike. 


These three divisions are subdivided 
in two sections each, these two por- 
tions being knoAvn as the right and left 
centers, 
The same rule applies to the 
inner and outer. To thoroughly un- 
derstand just -what is meant, picture to 
yournelf something like this: 
Take a 
target six feet high and four feet wide, 
divide it into three sections after the 
fashion of the measurements given, the 
aections running from right to left. 


at the head aud heart of the figure. 
The nearer he comes to those marks, 
the highir is his score. 
A little care- 
ful study of the facts given in the fore- 
going paragraph Ti'ill show -what a tre- 
mendous weapon this concentrated ac- 
curacy will be in the hnnds of United 
States soldiers. It has long been a 
recognized fact that the great trouble 
in throwing masses of men into a con- 
flict 
with one another was that the

There is still another target which 
isjknown as target A; that is the short 
range target. 
There is this difference, 
that the figure thereon is that of a 
soldier in the position of firing while 
standing. A horizontal line is drawn 
across the target at the middle point 
of the figure. Every time d soldier's 
bullet hits directly above this Hue— 
that is, the line across the middle—

recklessly with the apparent idea that 
it did not make much

Now 
when the United States soldier goes 
into battle there Avill be just two points 
of his enemy that he will have in mind, 
and those will be his head and heart. 


The other targets used in practice 
will be the midrange target intended 
for practice at from four to six hun- 
dred yards; the eight hundred yards

course, there is a difference in the fig- 
ure and a corresponding change in the 
size of the target.

On the target with the thousand yard 
range is the figure of a mounted soldier, 
but the legs of the horse are out oft' at 
a height of two feet from the ground.

A AVonderful Work. 


The now railroad bridge over the 
Danube River, Avhich has just been 
completed, is the largest in the world, 
and one of the most important, and 
the Roumanian Government is enjoy- 
ing its jjossession with a well earned 
sentiment of complacent pride. The 
new bridge is 13,825 feet long without 
approaches, which would make some 
hundreds of feet additional. The 
largest vessels that sail the Danube 
can pass under it at the highest tide, 
as the lower rafters of the superstruc- 
ture are 105 feet above high water 
mark. 
Some idea of the length of 
this bridge may be gained by com- 
parison with the other great bridge» 
of the world. 
The Tay Bridge, Scot- 
land, is 10,725 feet; the Mississippi 
Bridge at Memphis, 10,600 feet; the 
Forth Bridge, Hcotland, 7Ö00 feet; the 
Morody Bridge in (ialacia, 4800 feet, 
and the bridge over the "^'olga near 
Bysran, 4700 feet. The Danube Bridge 
has one span of 620 feet and four of 
455 feet each.

or if his bullet strikes some ])oiut of 
the target at an angle and is deflected 
so that it strikes the target ahove tho 
line, he scores 5. 
All bullets that hit 
the figure below the line entitle the 
marksmau to the score of 4. If the 
soldier hits the target above the line 
but not the figure, the score is three; 
if below the line, 2. 


Heretofore it has been the custom 
in many cases to allow the soldier to 
use in target practice various aids, 
such as shades for the sight, spirit 
levels to enable an accurate aim, and 
all that sort of thing. 
Under thp new 
regulatioiisthe men who wear tho army 
blue will have no aids beyond those 
which nature has given them, except 
that they may bo allowed to blacken 
the sight 
of' the gun, which always 
happens in'battle, anyway, because of 
the powder smoke. 
There -will be no 
firing from sheds or shelters of any 
kind. 
Everything must be done in 
the open. 
From this it may be seen 
that the new regulations, if they are 
lived up to in the spirit as well as the 
letter, will accustom the men to accur- 
ate marksmanship 
under all condi- 
tions and without artificial aid. 


It is more than doubtful if fifty per 
cent, of the crack marksmen of the 
United States army to-day could go 
into action and lire with half the skill 
or accuracy they can at a target which 
they have been accustomed to pepper 
under he old conditions. 
Under this 
new method, however, with their sole 
thought being to strike tfie head or 
the heart of the humanity at which 
they fire, they will not be looking for 
a black riuged bull's-eye, but will aim 
at exactly what men who seek to ac- 
complish the death of their enemies 
should have as their target. 


Another good feature of the new de- 
parture is that the troops in every 
branch of the service will use in 
small arm practice—that is, practice 
with anything less than artillery—the 
weapon Avith which they are armed, 
instead of selecting the very best 
weapon 
that can be found for the 
teams ]ncked out for practice. Officers 
and enlisted men of the stafli corps will 
use the rifle as will infantry men and 
artillerymen. 
Cavalrymen will prac- 
tice with the carbine. During the target 
season, the regular practice will be 
held until the prescribed course is 
completed, at least three times a week 
by each troop, battery and company, 
and at least once a week by each regi- 
mental non-commissioned stall' and 
members of regimental bands. 


Hereafter thert«will be no picked 
teams of men w h o ' a v e shown special 
ability as marksmen selected from the 
ranks to demonstrate what they can 
ac'^m^Hsh, but every enlisted man 
who ^^ars the uniform of Uncle Sam 
will have to learn to shoot and shoot 
well. 
Each will be taught that the 
head and heart of the enemy are the 
vulnerable points. 
They will shoot to 
kill and not to maim.

LETTER VII. 


N E W OXFORD, Pa., Aug. 2,1897. 


Mu. EDITOR :—Agrccivbly to promise, I 
^vill endeavor, iu tliis^ luy last letter, 
to give your readers the flual round- 
up of my experiences and impressions. 
As previously stated, Pasadena has an 
enrollment of 12,000 souls, is 2355 miles 
from Chicago and 2115 from St. Louis. 
The altitude is 829 feet above sea level. 
It- is connected with Los Angeles by 
two steam railroads and one Electric 
car line. It is in the full sense of the 
word a city of residences, many wealthy 
and cultured people of the cast have 
established their winter homes here. 
It is dccidcclly an attractive little city 
—a garden 01 perpetual bloom. 
One 
of the great attractions is the Pasa- 
dena Mountain Kailway. This road, 
beginning at the Los Angeles Terminal 
Railroad at Mountain Junction is run 
by electricity to Rubio Canon, at the 
foot of Echo Mountain, of the Sierra 
Madrc range. In Rubio Canon begins 
the second section of the road. This 
tîcctiou is run by a stout cable, and 
climbs the fearful-looking incline to the 
Echo Mountain House, 3500 feet above 
sea level. This incline is claimed to 
be the steepest grade of any railroad 
in the world. A first-class hotel and 
the "Lowe Astronomical Observatory," 
the latter under the supcrvisi(m of the 
celebrated Dr. Swift, are here locatcd. 


Sabbath morning we accompanied 
our host Monfort and family to church 
and enjoyed a fine sermon and good 
nmsic. 
On our return, and after par- 
taking of a substantial set-out, we jump- 
ed into a comfortable carriage behind 
two milk-white horses and started for 
the San Gabriel Mission, via Lucky 
Baldwin's estate. 


This Mission—the Padre informed 
me—was erected in 1775, and is one 
story iu height, or abont 20 feet from 
floor to ceiling. 
The Padres who built 
this Mission seemed to have prophetic 
judgment in using burnt brick and 
stone instead of the then usual mate- 
rial—adobe. 
The lowei walls are of 
fitone, and are 4-i feet iu thickness, 
whilst the upper portion is of burnt 
brick, and is about 21 feet thick. Twelve 
oil paintings, representing the twelve 
Apostles, decorate the ancient walls. 
The genial, olilciating Padre took special 
pains and delight m trying to point 
out to me the fine points in the paint 
ings. 
Some of the work was artistic 
and admirable. 
This kind priest is a 
Spaniard, and was formerly a citizen 
of Barcelona. 


After doing up the place as best we 
could in the limited time at our dis- 
posal, we reluctantlj^ turned our backs 
upon the ancient pile and struck out 
for Lucky Baldwin's little farm of G5,- 
DOO acres. 
The drive-ways 
through 
this immense tiact of highly developed 
land one continuous passage of delight, 
made so by the §ood roads and the 
overhanging and intermingling foliage 
of the graceful eucalyptus, the droop- 
ing pepper tree and the tropical palm 
which line the drives mile after mile 
—now by orange and lemon groves, 
then winding through apricot and peach 
orchards, and then again over great 
fields of grain and grass—now and then 
passing vineyards of a hundred acres 
or more-thus on and on until we 
>strikc his private residence with its 
beautiful lawns, hot-houses, conunodi- 
ous stables, 
Tlie drive was one 


never-ending delight and enchantment, 
and M'c all enjoyed it. 


We returned to Pasadena in time for 
a late supper—passed the time pleas- 
antly with our friends until midnight 
retired—and arose next morning early 
for our preparations to catch tlie 8:10 
train over the Southern 
pacific for 
home. 
Therefore, on Monday, July 2(j, 
at 8.10 a. ni., Ave started from Los 
Angeles on our eastward journey. 


Our first important stop was at Yuma, 
on tJie Colorado river, 250 miles south- 
east of Los Angeles, At this point we 
left California and entered Arizona. 
Now, Mr. Editor, after passing our 
time so nicely in and around Pasa- 
dena and Los Angeles, with their Avide 
and clean streets, their beautiful liomes, 
the productive valleys covered 
Avith 
Avell-kept and' thriving orchards, the 
attractive drive-Avays leading out of 
tliese cities into the more attractive 
country, and then from all this Avhich 
so enchants the eye pass into the fruit- 
Jess and barren Avastes of Arizona, is 
ti come doAvn for all it is 
Avorth! 
Such a cheerless and apparently God- 
forsaken country as the soutliurn part 
of Arizona is, I never 
saAV—except 
tíonie portions of New Mexico, through 
AvJiich we passed. 


From Yuma Ave continued on over 
the same line to El Paso on the Rio 
Grande river—812 miles distant froju 
Los Angeles, our starting point. 
Here 
Ave enter the great State of Texas. At 
this station wo leave the S. P., and 
take tJie Toxas and Pacific road to 
Fort Worth, 14^7 miles from the start, 
Tiie country from Yuma in Arizona 
to Fort Worth in Texas—a little over 
1100 miles—is an 
endless waste of 
country, Avith some aJjjjost fiuiiless at- 
•tempts Jiere and there to redeejn these 
bad lands fiom their unprofitable con- 
dition. Millions of these acres could 
be recJalmetl by irrigation and be made 
to yit'Id fruit abundantly, had they 
only the Avater to do so. Few Avhite 
people Jive in these dreary, burniiifi, 
hiibtering Avastes. 
NOAV and then, af- 
ter Jong strctcheb of travel, Ave Avould 


pass little hamlets of from 2 to a -i- 
dozen adobe huts occupicd by Span- 
iards, ^Mexicans, Indians or halt-breeds. 


At Fort Worth Ave left tlie Texas 
and Pacific and took the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific to Kansas 
City. 
We got to this city on hills, Avith its 
po nilation of 200,000, on Thursday ev- 
en ng—just one hour too late to make 
continuous connection. For this delay 
j of train service Ave Avere granted a 
i stop over until next morning (Friday.) 
This time Ave put in pleasantly by call- 
ing to see Mrs. Clara Eicholtz and her 
son Harry. 
We took the Hannibal 
and St. Joe from Kansas City to Quincy. 
At this latter place Ave crossed the 
"Father of Waters"—the majestic Mis- 
sissippi, hnd from thence entered Chi- 
cago on the C. B. & Q. 


At this point Ave Avere delayed sever- 
al hours. 
Leaving the C. B. & Q. here, 
Ave once more stop into one of "Old 
Reliable" Pennsylvania's flue coaches 
and start on the home stretch. 
Hav- 
ing gone out over the Penn'a via Ft. 
Wayne to Chicago. 
I concluded—for 
the 
sake 
of 
change 
and 
va- 
riety—to return via the Pan Handle 
to Pittsburg. 
We got to Harrisburg 
at 9 o'clock Sunday morning, and as 
Ave could not get homo that day, AVC 
remained in the Capital City until Mon- 
day morning. 
We left Harrisburg at 
10 a. m., and arrived home at 1 p. m., 
Monday, Aug. 2nd. 


NOAV, Mr. Editor, this trip consum- 
ed five full Aveeks. The States traversed 
are as folloAvs: PennsjiA^ania, Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois, loAva, Nebraska, Col- 
orado, Utah, Nevada, California, Ari- 
zona, NOAV Mexico, Texas, Oklahoma, 
Indian Territory, Kansas and Missouri 
—seventeen in all. 
Tho distance as 
near as I could computcf'it—including 
side trips—Avas about 7,000 good miles. 


On our trip out and 
Avhile visiting 
Clear Creek Canon, in Colorado, we Avere 
glad to come across our friend, Will 
Blair, at Idaho Sprrings, Avhere he is 
noAV living. 
He looks as though he 
is enjoying the best of health. 


And noAV kind and indulgent reader, 
and our most patient of friends, Smith, 
alloAv mo to say in closing these let- 
ters that if you found half the pleas- 
ure in reading them that I have had 
in Avriting them my reward is.great. 
The only thing that is not pleasant 
to think about is the fact that on this 
journey covering a thousand and one

More Taxes, More Mwmering. 
Governor Hastings has approved the 
bill to authorize and empower the school 
directors and controllers of the several 
school districts to levy and collect a per 
capita tax annually fur school purposes. 
This act gives school directors the au- 
thority to levy a per capita tax of "not 
less than one dollar nor more than two 
dollars for school purposes from each 
and every male inhabitant of the age of 
21 years and upwards within their re- 
spective districts." 
This tax shall be 
levied and collected at the same tisne and 
in the same manner as school taxes are 
now levied and collected by law, and 
shall be in lieu of tho occupation tax for 
school purposes. This act does in no 
wise limit or abridge the power of school 
directors or controllers to levy a tax on 
real and personal property for school and 
building purposes.

The laws 
of Pennsylvania impose a fine of ten dol- 
lars on the driver of any vehicle driving 
on any other than on the right haud side 
of tho road, or refusing or ncglecliug ti> 
turn out aud give half the road to any 
vehicle going in an opposite direction 
Drivers should know that the rider of a 
bicycle has just the same right to half oi 
the road as the driver of a wagon or car- 
riage, aud if it is not given, the fiue of 
§10 for each offence can be collected. If 
the fino is not paid, the person offending 
can be scut to .iail. These laws have bm^n 
on the statute books for over 75 years.

At serving-time fill a puncb boAvl half 
full of cracked ice, pour in tho fruit 
soup and it is ready to serve.

fruit soups are usually served at tho 
beginning of a company luncheon.—

CaramDl Custard. 


Custard, smoothly baked, Avith four 
tablespoonfuls of caramel for flavoring, 
when sei'ved icy cold, is very grateful 
on a Ava^nn day. 
Little or no sugar 
besides the caramel Avill be needed. 
Bring the milk to boiling 23oint in tho 
double boiler; usoAvheu cool and there 
will be no danger of tho custard break- 
ing into Avhey iu the oven, but, after 
one-half hour*s baking in a moderate 
oven it should, Avhen cold, be serA'ed 
out in slices smooth and shining as a 
stone lapped by many Avaters. 
AIIOAV 
four Avell-beaten éggs to one quart of 
milk; add tho caramel, taste and stir 
in more sugar if not sufficiently SAveet. 
The caramel should be kept on hand 
ready for use, and is made by stirrings 
over the fire one cup of granulated 
sugar until it turns black; Avhile it is 
smoking and boiling stir in one cup of 
boiling water, boil for a minute or tAVO 
and Avhen cool it is ready to bottle.— 
Home Queen. 


Sniioi'-Hratoii. 


Select a piece of beef of four pounds 
from the sirloin or rump. 
Out hitlf a 
pound larding pork into 
finger-thick 
strips. 
Chop fine one onion. 
Mix it 
Avith one tablesjioonful salt, half table- 
sjjoonful i^epper, one-quarter teaspoon- 
ful allspice. 
Make incisions one inch 
apart iu tho meat Avith a pointed knife. 
Roll the pork strips separately in the 
onion mixture, put ono into each in- 
cision, rub the remaining seasoning all 
over tho meat. 
Tie it into a round 
shape. 
Place the meat into a boAvI. 
Mix one pint of strong vinegar Avith 
half pint of Avater; i^our it over the 
meat. 
Add tAVO onions cut into slices, 
six cloves, tAVO bay leaves and tAvelve 
whole peppers. 
Cover and set in a 
cool place for three days, turning the 
meat every day Avith a fork. 
When 
ready to cook put the meat into a 
roasting pan, add the vinegar, spice, 
onion and tAVO tablespoonfuls sugar. Set 
in hot oven and roast till done, about 
two and a half hours, basting fre- 
quently. 
Shortly before serA^ng lay 
the meat on a hot dish, but remove 
the string. 
Take ofl' all the fat from 
the gravy, mix one tablespoonful corn 
starch with half cup cold Avater, add it 
to the graA'y, and cook a feAv minutes 
on top of the stove. 
Add sufficient 
boiling Avater to make a creamy sauco, 
cook three 
minutes, 
then 
strain. 
Pour a few spoonfuls of gravy over 
the meat and 
serve the remaining 
gravy in a sauce boAA'l. 


Potato Cooking. 


The potato is the vegetable that 
taxes the skill of the young cook to 
the utmost. 
Why it should be so I 
cannot say, but the majority of cooks 
make lamentable failures Avith the po- 
tato. 
Even in such a simple matter 
as the serA^ng of Avhole roasted pota- 
toes for a light supper (quite a fash- 
ionable dish at present) they fail from 
lack of the necessary experimentation, 
Avithout Avhich no cook can keep up 
with the procession of good 
cooks. 
They put the potatoes in tho hottest 
oven, Avet from the washing they have 
had, and in half to three-quarters of 
an hour take them out and serve, and 
wonder Avhy most of them come back 
on the plates merely nibbled at. 
Try 
this Avay: Take potatoes of moderate 
size, clean them Avith a etiíF brush, us- 
ing no Avater. 
If Avanted for a sup- 
per at, say 5 o'clock, put them in the 
Avarming closet of your range, not too 
near the pipe, at 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 
Turn them frequently during 
the day, and as soon as a splint will 
go through one and come out dry, they 
are 'done, and can be kept iu good 
condition for an hour by removing 
them to a cooler place. 
Potatoes 
roasted thus will absorb butter readily, 
which is the best of a Avell-roasted po- 
tato. 
To serve them, use covered egg 
cups. 
Rub the inside of the cupa 
vrith melted butter, take off the skins 
of potatoes, and fill the cups Avith the 
pulp, putting a good-sized piece of 
butter, and a pinch of salt, and a dash 
of white pepper on top! 
Bet the cups 
in the hot oven for ten minutes. Serve 
with broiled steak or chops.—Home 
Magazine.

Business was dull

drowned by playing on one of the 
docks to recover the body, and after a 
vain search he had to resign in favor 
of a rival, who found the body near 
where the child fell into the river. 


'*There ain't nothing in the business 
nowadays," said Mr, lieardon. '*Time 
was when it was worth a man's while 
to go out on the river of nights on a 
chance of picking UJD floating bodies. 
At that time I was paid $10 a piece for 
every one I brought ashore.

WnterlnR: Cows. 


A dairy farmer who recently put in a 
system whereby each cow had her 
own trough always full of water said 
that he was surprised at the marked 
increase in the milk yield that fol- 
lowed, 
There is nothing wonderful 
in this when we come to look at the 
•way the average cow is watered. 
»She 
is sui')poscd to have water always in 
the trough if she is in the yard, but 
many a time the trough gets empty, 
and the cow suffers for water. 
And 
when it is seen how nccessary it is 
for the cow to have enough water, not 
only for herself but for her milk, we 
must admit that it is anything but 
strange that her milk yield should in- 
crease when she can get water Avhcii- 
ever she wants it. 
And don't think 
tliat because a cow is turned in the 
field Avhere there is an ab\indauce of 
water she will not M'aut any when whe 
comes up to the barn, for such is not 
the case. 
We have seen time and 
again cows walk right past the stream 
in the pasture, and then go up to the 
yard and go to the trough to get a 
supply of water. 
Just why they do it 
wo do not know, but they do it, and it 
is our place to see th^t they have au 
abundance of water in the yard or they 
will Ictus knoAv in the milk yield. 


IJow Itoets Were» IniprovtMl. 


It is by successive plantings of beefc 
seed fi'om the plants which showed 
the greatest ¡percentage of sweet, that

But Yilmoriu was 
very careful in testing to only scoop 
out a small part of the bulb, numbering 
each specimen, and when the test of 
each was completed, selecting those 
beets for seed -which yielded the rich- 
est juices.

however, the beets became less x^roduc- 
tive than in those varieties 
grown

ened the traces and let him drop into 
the water. 
The animal swam out into 
the river and I caught him, 
I had to 
have five assistants ou that job, and 
we got $2 apiece when the money was 
divided up.
